By 3 p. rn. the conservatives had 
won 3 26 seats. 
Kx-Prernler Stanley Baldwin’s par­ 
ty appears likely to have about 60 
seats more than all other parties to­ 
gether when the final results 
are 
known. 
At 3 p. rn. the standing was:

The disaster to the liberal party 
was the outstanding feature of the 
election, ex-Premier II. H. Asquith 
going down with his party, defeated 
by a laborite at Paisley. 
The con­ 
servative press hailed the overwhelm­ 
ing victory as the electors' response 
to the sound business and Imperial 
policy offered by Baldwin and his col­ 
leagues, but liberal and labor papers 
are convinced the voters wrere stam­ 
peded at the eleventh hour by the 
affair of the "Zinoviev letter." 
The Daily Herald, labor newspap­ 
er, charges "fraud and forgery" cost 
labor the election and says that lies 
against labor are "nothing new'.”

This white ballot will contain in 
all 75 names, of which 39 are tin 
names of the presidential elector-. 
Mons Mahlum. of Brainerd, is one oi 
the Republican electors. 
In spite OI 
these 75 names, only eleven crosse 
are required to mark the complete 
ballot. 
The pink ballot is for tile purpose 
of voting upon the 
five propose! 
amendments to the state constitution 
and will require Ave crosses in vol 
log. 
On one of the blue ballots, the 
longer of the tw-o, will he the naine- 
of the nominees for congress, the di- 
triel judge, for the state legislator* 
probate judge, and county commis­ 
sioners for the first, third and fifth 
districts. 
The other county officer: 
and the state senators hold over 
This blue ballot will require that thr 
voter place five or six crosses to com­ 
plete. depending upon which commis 
stoner^ district he resides. 
Voter
